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Pregnant women will no longer 
be able to give birth at the 
Didsbury Hospital. 

Announced Monday morning 
by Dr. Congdon, Rural Medical 
Department head for the CHR, the 
Didsbury Hospital will no longer 
have Obstetric services, effective 
immediately. 

Five area doctors. Dr. Putz, Dr. 
Verveack, Dr. Van Royen, Dr. 
Smit, and Dr. Collingridge, met 
with Dr. Congdon early Monday 
morning to learn Obstetric services 
would no longer be offered at the 
Hospital. 

“This decision was made at a 
medical staff meeting," said Lori 
Anderson, Rural Care, CHR. “Ob¬ 
stetric services were under review, 
and have been temporarily re¬ 
moved from the hospital due to the 
availability of nurses, trained in 
Obstetrics and willing to be on 
call.” 

Anderson said that in July the 
CHR posted a position for an on- 
call Obstetrics nurse for Didsbury, 
and still no one has responded to 
the posting. 

“We need to ensure the patients 
are safe and given the best care 
possible,” said Anderson. “With¬ 
out the staffing this is very diffi¬ 
cult to provide.” 

The CHR will next do a com¬ 
plete review and look at the chal¬ 
lenges they are facing.

After Didsbury RCMF re¬ 
ceived a tip from a local resi¬ 
dent a Carstairs man has 
been charged in relation to 
a marijuana grow operation 
estimated to bring in an an¬ 
nual income of $111,000. 

According to Didsbury 
RCMF CpI. Conal Archer a 
search warrant was able to 
be obtained after a local 
resident contacted RCMP. 

"We just had a tip in re¬ 
gards to the grow operation 
and executed a search war¬ 
rant,” Archer explained. 

Didsbury Cst. Christian 
Reister was lead investiga¬ 
tor into the file, said in a 
press release, “Police seized 
a number of marijuana 
plants, growing equipment 
and paraphenalia in the 
basement of the garage.” 

The address of the house 
is not being released at this 
time. 

RCMP have charged Lex 
Matthew Bronee of 
Carstairs with production of 
a controlled substance. 

Archer says that this 
grow operation is an iso¬ 
lated case and isn’t related 
to any others in the area 
that RCMP are aware of. 

RCMP seized 37 plants 
which have a street value of 
$37,000 ($1,000 per plant). 

“He would probably get 
three crops a year,” Archer 
said, estimating that the 
annual income from this 
crop would be in the neigh-

Not for one second, no 
matter how fleeting, do 
Innisfail-area farmers 
Wilhelm and Cheri Vohs re¬ 
gret having their downed 
cow tested for Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy 
(BSE). 

Even after that cow tested 
positive and the quiet, down- 
to-earth family was thrust 
into the world’s spotlight, 
with numerous government 
and industry investigators 
as well as national media 
scrutinizing every business 
decision they have made in 
the past seven years, do they 
wish they had handled things 
differently. 

“No, not for one second,” 
answered Wilhelm, during 
the media question period at 
a Jan. 13 press conference 
in Innisfail. 

Wilhelm explained that 
sometime between Christ¬ 
mas and the new year, his 
seven-year-old cow broke 
her hip when she fell on a 
patch of ice. A veterinarian 
was called when the cow 
couldn’t get up, he decided 
the she should be put down. 
The carcass was sent for 
BSE testing as part of the 
National Surveillance Pro¬ 
gram. The Vohs were noti¬ 


fied of the positive test re¬ 
sults Jan. 7. 

“It was the most intense 
news I’ve ever got. “It was 
very hard for me, for us,” 
said Wilhelm. 

Despite the shock, the 
family’s reaction to the 
news was swift. 

They opened their home, 
farm and all the farm 
records to Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency (CFIA) 
investigators and then the 
media. 

“I have nothing to hide,” 
he said. I’ve done nothing 
wrong.” 

Having had access to all 
Wilhelm’s records, CFIA in¬ 
vestigators agree. 

They said Wilhelm’s 
open, honest transparency, 
regarding the BSE finding 
on his Spruce View farm, is 
a model for the entire beef 
industry. 

Where some producers 
may consider shying away 
from testing bovine car¬ 
casses on their own farm, for 
fear of what a positive test 
result could bring to a beef 
operation, Wilhelm disagrees 
and even encourages partici¬ 
pation in the surveillance 
program. 

“We have got to try and 
make this system work, and 
it is working. This cow 


never got away on us. It was 
found on the farm and never 
entered the food chain. This 
is what we have to do! This 
is the way we are going to 
take care of this problem. 

“We have to test,” he said. 

Courageous as his actions 
may seem, Wilhelm does ad¬ 
mit to feeling despair over¬ 
whelmed him when he first 
heard the news. 

“There are a lot of 
thoughts that go through 
your head, especially if you 
are a purebred breeder. “Who 
is going to buy bulls form 
me? Where does my future lie 
now?” 

“It’s been difficult sure, 
but we are just trying to do the 
best we can to assist in this 
situation.” 

Wilhelm said community 
support has been encourag¬ 
ing. 

“I’ve been called by people 
who have bought my bulls in 
the past and they have been 
very supportive. No one has 
ever pointed fingers at me or 
complained.” 

Most of all, this has been 
a learning process, essential 
for the struggling beef indus¬ 
try, said Wilhelm. 

“We must keep learning, as 
we know more we can take 
measures to reduce risk and 
eliminate it.” 


Speaking to other produc¬ 
ers in the beef industry 
Wilhelm encouraged their 
participation in the surveil¬ 
lance program. 

“Yes, test! We need to get 
to the bottom of this as fast 
as we can and make it bet¬ 
ter as we go along.” 

And, if anything can help 
that process, the Vohs’ 
records wil,l say industry ex¬ 
perts. 

Investigators found Vohs’ 
farm records to be meticu¬ 
lous in detail, something 
that will go a long way to 
discovering the cause of 
this particular case of BSE. 

Fellow producers and 
neighbours who attended 
the press conference were 
impressed by Vohs’ actions 
and how it will reflect on the 
beef industry. 

Danny Daines, one of 
many Innisfail beef produc¬ 
ers who attended the press 
conference, said the Vohs 
are beyond reproach. 

“They did an excellent 
job. These people were un¬ 
der tough media scrutiny 
here today and answered a 
lot of questions they prob¬ 
ably didn’t expect." 

Asked if he would partici¬ 
pate in the National Sur¬ 
veillance Program. Daines 
answered: “I would, you 


can’t hide from this. We must 
deal with it professionally, 
it’s the only way.” 

Since the National Sur¬ 
veillance Program was ini¬ 
tiated in January, 2004 more 
than 24,772 carcasses have 
been tested, in that time 
only two have tested posi¬ 
tive. 

Canada’s target is to test 
30,000 high-risk samples. 

The United States’ goal is 
to test 260,000 high-risk 
samples. 

Darcy Davis, chairman 
for Alberta Beef Producers 
and director for the Cana¬ 
dian Cattlemens’ Associa¬ 
tion, said at this rate, un¬ 
der current rules, nine posi¬ 
tive cases will be allowed in 
12 months while still main¬ 
taining current “minimal 
risk” status. 

Since May, 2003, four 
cases of BSE have been dis¬ 
covered in Alberta or traced 
back to this province. The 
discovery of a positive eight- 
year-old cow from a farm 
near Wanham started the 
BSE crisis; Dec. 2003 a six- 
year-old dairy cow from 
Calmar was discovered in 
Washington state; Jan, 2, 2005. 
an eight-year-old dairy cow 
was discovered in the 
Barrhead area; Jan. 7, a 
seven-year-old Charolais was 
discovered in Spruce View.

RDSSB extension into Didsbury 


Dear Editor; 

It now appears certain that 
the Red Deer Separate School 
Board will hold another vote 
to extend their jurisdiction into 
Didsbury. At the last meeting 
barely 50% of the required 105 
Catholic residents were in at¬ 
tendance at the 7:00 p.m. meet¬ 
ing and even after delaying the 
meeting for over an hour there 
were still insufficient numbers 
to fulfill the required 25% of the 
419 registered Catholic resi¬ 
dents. I believe it was a clear 
statement that the best way to 
show a lack of support for the 
school was to simply not attend 
the meeting. 

Having two public systems 
in place competing for the lim¬ 
ited amount of educational dol¬ 
lars simply does not make eco¬ 
nomical sense and can’t help 
but negatively impact on both. 
But to be established by such a 
small minority of residents (12 
1/2% of the Catholic popula¬ 
tion = 53 people) is simply not 
right - particularly when such 
a move will impact the entire 
community one way or another. 
Interestingly enough a number 
of those who will vote have no 
children or grandchildren in the

system and others who are pro¬ 
moting this initiative have no in¬ 
tention of sending their children 
to the separate system. 

I have been a Catholic all my 
life and up until now no one 
seemed to care.

Didsbury Corporal on the move

The Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment is losing their second in 
command, as Cpl. Conal Archer 
has accepted a new position in 
the City of Calgary and will 
shortly be leaving the commu¬ 
nity. 

Archer will be taking a lateral 
transfer to the Commercial 
Crimes Unit of the RCMR sta¬ 
tioned in Calgary where he will 
still hold his ranking as Corpo¬ 
ral, although the type of work he 
does will change drastically. 

“Basically, it’s looking into 
crimes against government and 
major fraud investigations,” 
Archer said. Archer will be one 
of 17 officers in the unit, and 


instead of just working in a Su¬ 
pervisory role like he does cur¬ 
rently at the Didsbury detach¬ 
ment, he will be more involved 
in the investigations himself. 

Archer has been in the 
RCMP for the past 12 years, 
with the last three being spent 
in Didsbury. Prior to being pro¬ 
moted to Corporal three years 
ago, he worked as a Constable 
for nine years, with his last pos¬ 
iting before Didsbury being in 
Bassano. 

Archer says his decision to 
take the lateral transfer has 
nothing to do with not liking 
Didsbury, because he has en¬ 
joyed the community quite a bit. 

“The position was available 
and I applied and I was success¬ 


ful in the competition,” Archer 
said. “I have enjoyed my three 
years here. I am ready for a 
move, mainly only because in 
my career I have moved every 
three to five years. The commu¬ 
nity of Didsbury has been very 
good to me and my family.” 

With a new job always come 
new challenges, mainly because 
you are moving out of your com¬ 
fort zone, and Archer’s new po¬ 
sition is giving him all the same 
chills as anyone else. “I am ex¬ 
cited, yet nervous, about my new 
job,” he said. “There will be a 
large learning curve because the 
investigations are very, very 
large and in excess of a million 
dollars.” Currently in Didsbury 
his duties have been to super¬ 


vise the seven constables on stafT 
at the Didsbury RCMP Detach¬ 
ment. His roles have been 
mainly to supervise what the 
officers are doing on the street, 
and quite a bit of office work. 

At his new posting he will be 
on the street more, and his new 
position will also allow him to 
drop the RCMP uniform and 
wear street clothing. To date 
there has been no replacement 
named for Archer’s position at 
the Didsbury RCMP detach- 
me;v., but the competition is due 


to close soon and he says they 
are hoping someone will be 
named by the end of February. 

As for Archer’s starting day, 
well, it really depends on the 
real estate market in the Town 
of Didsbury.“My house is up for 
sale, so as soon as that sells I will 
probably head in and start,” he 
said. Not only is Archer leaving 
the Didsbury RCMP Detach¬ 
ment, hut Didsbury’s Sgt. Gerry 
Tonn has announced he will be 
retiring and will be done around 
the same time as Archer.

sation on. The Cessation 
has been going since 1983. 

“So far we have had over 
6000 participants,” said 
Parker. “It has been very 
successful. This program is 
more effective than most 
programs.” 

During the third week of 
the program is when the par¬ 
ticipants actually quit. Dur¬ 
ing the sessions the group 
talks about different quit¬ 
ting techniques, stress man¬ 
agement and weight gain. 

“We also like to focus on 
what life would be like after 
they quit smoking,” said 
Parker. “After 12 months 
the percentage of people who 
have quit is 35 percent.” 

Running the program will 
be two professional former 
smokers. There is no age 
limit to join the program. 

“Smoking is the number 
one cause of preventable 
death and disease,” said 
Parker. “Every year 45,000 
Canadians die from it.”

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) is taking a step 
further to help rural people 
stop smoking. A Smoking 
Cessation, once held only in 
the city, was extended into 
Didsbury in September, but 
open to only CHR employ¬ 
ees. 

That Cessation has just 
ended, and being the success 
that is was, the CHR will 
have another one, open to 
anyone in the CHR, starting 
Jan. 26th. 

The Smoking Cessation 
will run for eight weeks, 
Wednesday nights from 7 pm 
to 8: 30 pm. 

“The Cessation will be 
held at the hospital,” said 
Shannon Parker, Project 
and Policy coordinator with 
Tobacco Reduction for the 
CHR. “It will take place via 
telehealth.” 

This means the Cessation 
will also be taking place in 
Calgary and you would be 
part of that through 
telehealth. 

The Tom Baker Cancer 
Centre, the CHR, and the 
Psychosocial Oncology Net¬

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

It’s cold!! 


Dear Family and 
Friends, 

We have a nice warm 
fire burning in our cut- 
rock fireplace in the 
living room. We are 
wearing jackets and 
sweat shirts most 
days. It’s cold!! Now 
please understand that 
cold here means +10 
Celsius (50 Fahren¬ 
heit). With cement 
block houses, louvered 
windows and no heat¬ 
ers, it really does feel 
cold. We are very grate¬ 
ful to have the fire¬ 
place, and missionary 
friends ‘dashed’ (gave) 
us the firewood. The 
fine dust that has come 
along with the cold 
coats everything. Wipe 
off the dust now, and a 
few hours from now 
you could write your 
name in the fresh dust. 
We’ve taken to wearing 
at least two layers of 
clothes plus warm 
socks to bed. I’ve actu¬ 
ally been sleeping quite 
well in the cold. 

Janet has been tak¬ 
ing the hot-water bot¬ 
tle to bed to warm her 
feet. This morning I 
offered the young lady, 
a high school senior, 
who was playing the 
piano for our Hillcrest 
service the hot-water 
bottle. She didn’t think 
she would need it. Af¬ 
ter the service her 
mother was holding 
her hand and com¬ 
mented that it was very 
cold. The girl herself 
had changed her mind 
about the hot-water 
bottle, but it was too 
late. Janet and I had 
opened the chapel 
about 8:30 this morn¬ 
ing to wash off the 
metal chairs at the 
front of the audito- 
rium-they were filthy. 

We mind the cold a 
bit, but we really don’t 
appreciate the dust in 
the air. We haven’t re¬ 
sorted to wearing the 
face-mask, but it was 
tempting a couple of 
times this week when 
the dust was so thick 
that it looked like fog. 
We were both working 
in the library most of 
the week, and there 
were times when we 
could see the dust in 
the air inside the li¬ 
brary. Breathing all of 
the dust can’t be good 
for one’s health. 

This afternoon at 
prayer meeting we 
heard of a Nigerian 
worker at the Baptist 
hostel whose house 
burned down, partly 
because of the cold. 


Many Nigerians burn 
things inside the house 
to try to keep warm, so 
it isn’t surprising 
when house fires occur. 

Monday evening 
about 7:30, armed rob¬ 
bers drove onto the 
missionary hospital 
compound, drove to the 
missionary residences, 
and robbed one family. 
The back door of their 
house had been open 
and the thieves just 
walked right in. You 
can bet that we’ve been 
keeping our doors 
locked all the time now. 

The thieves shot the 
oldest son in the house 
they robbed-he an¬ 
noyed them! Fortu¬ 
nately he was shot in 
the arm with a locally- 
made shotgun. The doc¬ 
tors removed about 20 
- 30 pellets and left the 
ones imbedded deeper. 
This high-school sen¬ 
ior had lost a lot of 
blood and needed to re¬ 
coup. He’s doing fine 
now. 

The neighbors of the 
house that was robbed 
heard the shot and 
thought that it might 
have been an explo¬ 
sion. They rushed over 
in time to meet the 


thieves leaving the 
house. The thieves shot 
the husband, a doctor 
at the hospital. The 
wound was also in his 
arm, the gun this time 
was a handgun and the 
wound has not healed 
well. Today he and his 
wife were medi-vacced 
to London to have his 
condition assessed. He 
may need surgery, and 
he was the main sur¬ 
geon at the hospital 
here. We thank God 
that no one was killed 
or injured worse. 
Things can be replaced, 
but lives cannot. 

The hospital will 
need to seriously re¬ 
vise it’s security. Any¬ 
one can enter the com¬ 
pound because of the 
hospital, but the resi¬ 
dences are not secure 
from the rest of the 
compound. That will 
probably need to 
change. We continue to 
depend on God for our 
security, but we try to 
do our part. 

Again, thank you 
for your prayers and 
support.

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Brother 

not 

mentally 
responsible 
for attack

A 49-year-old man who 
attacked a 92-year-old 
Carstairs woman in her 
home last March has been 
found not responsible due to 
mental disorder. 

Stuart Bell faced one 
count of aggravated assault. 
He appeared before Judge 
Frank Maloney in Didsbury 
provincial court on Monday. 

A court ordered psychiat¬ 
ric report prepared on Bell 
was presented to the judge. 

Judge Maloney agreed 
with a Crown and defence 
submission that a verdict of 
not criminally responsible 
on account of mental disor¬ 
der was in order in Bell’s 
case. 

The judge imposed a pub¬ 
lication ban on the report’s 
findings. 

In a statement of facts 
filed with the court in No¬ 
vember, Bell admitted he 
grabbed Alyce Francis, car¬ 
ried her upside down a short 
distance, and then dropped 
her on her head on March 
3, 2004. 

Francis, who knew Bell 
when she taught school years 
ago, suffered back and neck 
injuries in the attack. 

Judge Maloney said Bell 
must report to the Board of 
Review in Edmonton within 
the next 45 days for assess¬ 
ment. 

“They will make a deci¬ 
sion in respect to what will 
happen,” said Crown pros¬ 
ecutor George Combe. “It’s 
possible he could go into 
custody and it’s possible 
that he could remain in the 
community under supervi¬ 
sion.” 

Combe would not com¬ 
ment on what may have 
prompted the attack. 

Also following court, 
Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Gerry 
Tonn said: “We still don’t 
know exactly what moti¬ 
vated him. It was really an 
unexplained action that 
doesn’t make a lot of sense.” 

Ken Bell, Stuart’s twin 
brother, also appeared in 
Didsbury court Monday. He 
faces a charge of aggravated 
assault. He adjourned his 
case until Feb. 3. 

“With respect to Ken Bell, 
his (psychiatric) report has 
come back. According to his 
report, he is fit. Now it’s his 
decision on whether he 
wants to enter a guilty plea 
or perhaps proceed to trial,” 
said Combe. 

If Ken Bell is convicted, 
the Crown will seek a period 
of incarceration, he said.

Alberta Energy and Utilities Board 
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QUESTION: Our local school board is currently trying 
to decide whether boys and girls should be segregated for 
courses on sexuality and "family life." What are your feel¬ 
ings with regard to co-ed sex-education programs? 

DR. DOBSON: I have severe reservations about highly 
explicit discussions occurring when both sexes are present. 
To do so breaks down the natural barriers that help to pre¬ 
serve virginity, and makes casual sexual experimentation 
much more likely to occur. It also strips kids — especially 
girls -- of their modesty to have every detail of anatomy, 
physiology, intercourse and condom usage made explicit 
in co-ed situations. Those who have thereby become fa¬ 
miliar and conversant about the most intimate subjects 
may later find themselves watching explicit sexual scenes 
in movies, rock videos and television programs. 

It doesn't take a rocket scientist to recognize the com¬ 
bined impact of these influences. Whereas it was a weighty 
decision to give up one's virginity in decades past, it is but 
a small step for those whose conditioning began in the 
school classroom. Familiarity "breeds," as we all know. I 
am also convinced that the incidence of date-rape rises 
when the barriers that help a girl protect herself are re¬ 
moved. 

In some cases, no doubt, school officials have pushed for 
mixed sex-ed classes out of a sense of obligation. Some¬ 
how they feel this is what's expected of them — that par¬ 
ents and the community at large want it. Let them know 
if you disagree! Tell your school board members about the 
educational advantages of separated classes. They may see 
your point if you present it to them from that angle. 


QUESTION: I am 19 years old and have struggled with 
a bad self-concept all my life. It seems that everyone I know 
has more to offer than I do. I envy the girls who are better 
looking than I am, more athletic or smarter. I just don't 
measure up to my own expectations. How can I deal with 
my own insecurities? 

DR. DOBSON: Someone once said, "Comparison is the 
root of all inferiority." It is true. When you look at another 
person's strengths and compare them to your own weak¬ 
nesses, there is no way to come out feeling good about your¬ 
self. That is what you are doing when you pit yourself 
against the "best and brightest" around you. 

This destructive game begins in elementary school when 
we begin to evaluate ourselves critically. Even at that 
young age, our self-image is shaped by how we stack up 
against our peers. It's not how tall we are that matters; 
it's who is tallest. It's not how fast we can run; it's who 
runs fastest. It's not how smart we are; it's who is smart¬ 
est. It's not how pretty or handsome we are; it's who is 
most gorgeous. 

Thus begins a pattern of self-doubt that often becomes 
all-consuming during adolescence. For some people it con¬ 
tinues well into adult life. This is why millions of women 
buy fashion magazines and envy the beauty of the models. 
It's why we watch Miss America contests, and why some 
men read about successful and powerful businessmen. 
When we do that, we're weighing ourselves against the 
most admired assets of others. It is an exercise that brings 
us nothing but pain, and yet we continue to engage in it. 

It appears that you are caught up in this destructive pat¬ 
tern. Perhaps a wise counselor or pastor can help you see 
that you are a worthy human being exactly the way you 
are and that you have been designed for a specific purpose. 
Mental and spiritual health begins with an acceptance of 
life as it is and a willingness to make the most of what has 
been given. When that is achieved, comparison with oth¬ 
ers is no longer an important issue.

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CHAMBER CHAT 


QUESTION: I could use some advice about a minor 
problem we're having. Tim, my 6-year-old son, loves to 
use silly names whenever he speaks to my husband and 
me. This past week it's been "You big hot dog.” Nearly every 
time he sees me now he says, "Hi, Hot Dog." Before that it 
was "Dummy,” then "Moose" (after he studied "M for 
Moose" in school). 

I know it's silly and not a huge problem, but it gets so 
annoying after such a long time. He's been doing this for 
a year now. How can we get him to talk to us with more 
respect, calling us Mom or Dad, instead of Hot Dog and 
Moose? 

DR. DOBSON: Ordinarily it would not be a big deal 
for a child to use a playful name for his parent. But that 
isn't what appears to be happening with Tim. It sounds 
more like a classic power game to me. And contrary to what 
you said, it is not so insignificant. 

Your son is continuing to do something that he knows 
is irritating to you and your husband, yet you are unable 
to stop him. That is the issue. He has been using humor 
as a tactic of defiance for a full year. 

It is time for you to sit down and have a quiet little 
talk with young Timothy. Tell him that he is being disre¬ 
spectful, and that the next time he calls either you or his 
father a name of any kind, he will be punished. 

You must then be prepared to deliver on the promise, 
because he will continue to challenge you until it ceases 
to be fun. That's the way he is made. 

If that response never comes, his insults will probably 
become more pronounced. Appeasement for a strong- 
willed child is an invitation to warfare. This is the time 
to deal with it. 

QUESTION: I would like to teach my own child about 
human sexuality, but I'm not sure I know how to go about 
it. Talk about the matter of timing. When do I say what? 

DR. DOBSON: One of the most common mistakes 
made by parents and many overzealous educators is teach¬ 
ing too much too soon. One parent told me, for example, 
that the kindergarten children in her local district were 
shown films of animals in the act of copulation. That is 
unwise and dangerous! 

Available evidence indicates that there are numerous 
hazards involved in moving too rapidly. Children can sus¬ 
tain a severe emotional jolt by being exposed to realities 
for which they are not prepared. 

Furthermore, it is unwise to place the youngster on an 
informational timetable that will result in full awareness 
too early in life. 

If 8-year-old children are given an understanding of 
mature sexual behavior, it is less likely that they will wait 
10 or 12 years to apply this knowledge within the con¬ 
fines of marriage. 

Generally speaking, children should be given the in¬ 
formation they need at a particular age. Six-year-olds, for 
example, don't need to understand the pleasures of adult 
sexuality. They are not ready to deal with that concept at 
their developmental stage. They should be told where 
babies come from and how they are born. 

Sometime between 6 and 9 years of age, depending on 
the maturity and interest of an individual (and what is 
being heard in the neighborhood), he or she ought to 
understand how conception occurs. The rest of the story 
can be told later in elementary school. 

Admittedly, this ideal timetable can be turned upside 
down by exposure to precocious friends, racy videos or un¬ 
wise adults. 

When that occurs, you have to cope with the fallout as 
best as possible. It is regrettable that we expose our vul¬ 
nerable children to far too much of the wrong kind of sexu¬ 
ality.
